The Relationship Between CEC and ERIC 

Th€ Council for Exceptional Children is a professional association with 
a membership of over 62,900 persons interested in tlje education of handi- 
capped or gifted children. CEC's Department of Information Services main- 
tains its own data base called Exceptional Ch-ild Tducation Resources (BCER), 
which IS a collection of over 45,000 references on special education.^ - 

ERIC (Educational Resources Information C-enter) is a federally 
funded system that collects literature on all aspects of education in-, 
eluding special education. The collection~Tncludes over 200,000 journal 
articles and almost 200,000 other education related documents. Sixteen 
clearinghouses around the country collect^ efbstract, and index this 
literature for ERIC. CEC holds a federal contracTlo- operate one of 
these clearinghouses— The ERIC -Clearinghouse on Handicapped and Gifted 
Children. ■ 

When you write or call either CEC's Department of Information Ser- 
vices or the ERIC Clearinghouse on Handicapped and Gifted Children, you're 
really contacting the s^me place. The information you receive" will usually, 
include some products and services sponsored by CEC, and some which come 
from ERIC funding. . ,

We sent her a »list of these>eferences, in- 
cluding information on their availability and a 50-200 word abstract of
